guarding and protection of wealth. 
He held the chief aim of gov­ 
ernment should be the welfare of 
the men, tile women, and the chil­ 
dren of 
California; 
and 
that, 
wherever possible and just, work­ 
ing and living conditions should 
be made that which the 
wealth 
and resources of the state justify. 
Humanity Above Dollars 
Upon that philosophy 
of 
placing 
humanity about dollars was builded 
the laws of the two legislatures of 
Johnson’s administration. 
From a government which legislat­ 
ed and worked much for wealth and 
little for humanity, California has be­ 
come a state in which men and women 
and children receive equal consider- 
tion with property. 
Chief and foremost among the laws 
carrying out the philosophy of Hiram 
Johnson was the workmen’s compen­ 
sation law, taking from the individ­ 
ual the risk of injury and placing it 
as part of the cost of 
business 
in 
which he worked. 
First Advocated by Johnson 
The first advocacy of that by any 
candidate for public office 
was 
by 
Hiram W. Johnson in his campaign in 
1910, when all over the state he bold­ 
ly proclaimed his belief in the efficacy 
and justice of such a law and prom­ 
ised its passage if elected. 
During his administration, it was 
his pet measure and lie bought like a 
tiger to protect it from emasculating 
amendments offered by Senator Leroy 
Wright. 
Before Hiram Johnson Became Gov­ 
ernor 
Before Hiram Johnson became gov­ 
ernor, a workingman maimed and in­ 
jured at his labor had little chance of 
obtaining compensation for the loss of 
arms, or legs, or for total incapacity. 
If he died the widow had still 
less 
chance of receiving a cent to feed her 
children. 
The only recourse was to the courts. 
There justice was muddled in a maze j 
of bewildering, ponderous legal tile- s 
ories,1 disguised under the names of j 
“assumption of risk,” “contributory 
negligence,” and “fellow servant,” by | 
which the workingman was nearly a1-: 
ways held responsible, and the 
em-I 
ployer exonerated. 
Justice Reduced to Money Basile 
Lawyers had to be hired, reducing 
plain justice to a battle of 
money. 
Cwporatipus and large employers hir­ 
ing able attorneys were enabled by 
legal delays to stretch the cline tine for 
years, while the injured workman or 
his widow suffered without relief. 
Damage cases in California courts 
established 
records 
in 
length 
of 
trial. 
The 
compensations 
infrequently 
awarded by juries were mostly eaten 
up in attorneys' fees aud 
in 
court 
costs. 
On the employers’ side was a con­ 
stant drain in attorneys’ 
fees. 
Be­ 
sides that, employers were often in­ 
jured by juries returning verdicts out 
of all proportion to the injuries re­ 
ceived. 
Assurance of Componsation Act 
The workmen’s compensation act 
assures every man and woman en­ 
gaged in industrial pursuits that in 
case of injury 65 per cent of his wages 
will be received during disability, be­ 
sides full medical attention. 
In case of death, the widow and 
children receive three times the an­ 
nual salary, with a minimum of $1000 
and a maximum of $3000. 
Standards 
of compensation for 
injuries 
were 
fixed by the bill, thus making a speedy 
award possible. 
Insurance is offered by 
the 
state 
whereby employers, by the payment 
of small premiums, are freed from be­ 
ing responsible for large sums in case 
of disasters. Employers also have the 
choice of Insuring their employes in 
private companies, or carrying 
the 
risk as part of the business. The pre­ 
miums run less than I per cent of the 


ness and a frightful injustice to em­ 
ployers. Corporations fought the bill, 
as did large employers. 
Hiram W. Johnson was 
centered 
upon as the chief target, the accusa­ 
tion being that he was “jamming the 
bill through the legislature.” 
Business Should Bear the Burden 
The theory of the law is that it is 
better for the prosperity of the state 
as a whole, and but simple justice to 
the individual injured, that the busi­ 
ness in which the workingman is en­ 
gaged should, as a whole, bear the 
burden of his injury.

for- caring 
for 
those maimed and killed in indus­ 
trial accidents. 
Before the hearings of the federal 
industrial 
relations 
commission 
in 
Los Angeles recently 
the 
biggest 
employers of labor in that city testi- ( 
fled to their satisfaction 
over 
the 
operation of the state law, 
stating j 
they would not go back to the old 
system. 
* 
Hundreds of Thousands Paid 
Up to September 
30, 
under 
the 
workmen’s compensation law, 
42,712 
accidents have been reported, show­ 
ing the great extent of tile injuries 
received in industrial 
pursuits. 
Of 
that number 404 have died, 999 were 
permanently injured, while 41,369 were 
temporarily incapacitated for employ­ 
ment, 
Up to the same date there was 
paid, under the workmen’s com­ 
pensation decisions, 
$392,096.16 
for medical services and for bene­ 
fits of various kinds. 
And not a cent of lawyers’ fees 
was paid by either employer or 
employe, 
• 
It "was handled without that unnec­ 
essary waste. 
And the claims \Vere 
paid promptly, most of them being fin­ 
ished In two weeks. 
15 Per Cent Rebate to Employers 
The state insurance fund pro­ 
vided by the legislature, so that 
employers might insure their em­ 
ployes with the state, has been so 
well administered that the board 
has announced that there will be 
a rebate of lo per cent of pre­ 
miums to employers. 
The rates were originally fixed the 
same as those of private 
insurance 
companies, but it was found that they 
could safely be put 15 per cent lower. 
So at the beginning of 
next 
year 
those insured with the state this year 
will be credited with 15 per cent of 
the premiums they paid in this year. 
The Safety of Workers 
As important as this is the work 
of the workmen’s 
compensation 
hoard in insuring that places of 
employment shall 
be 
safe 
for 
workers. 
Inspectors of tile board investigate 
factories, workshops,’ insisting upon 
the elimination of all 
unnecessary 
danger to workingmen. Bulletins are 
issued for employers and employes, 
calling attention to precautions which 
will reduce the number or accidents. 
Not W ritten by Boynton 
The claim has been made that no 
particular party deserves the credit 
for the workmen’s compensation act; 
but that if credit is due anyone, it is 
to former Senator A. E. Boynton, who 
introduced the measure. 
As a matter of fact, Senator Boyn­ 
ton did not write a word of the bill. 
It was prepared at the sugges­ 
tion of Governor Johnson by Wil­ 
lis L. Morrison, A. J. 
Pillsbury, 
and Will J. French, appointed tile 
original members of the board.
